One o’clock. — IT is not possible, else the Register would, in obedience 
to the Order of The House, state the Hours of concluding Business, nor in 
truth, very accurately that of Sitting, there being seldom a note taken of 
the latter, and none of the former. But when Sir Henry Meredyth was first 
appointed on the 8th November 1823, he fixed the hours of sitting at 
10 o’clock A.M. ; but in some time, finding it impracticable from the habits 
and other avocations of the profession and parties, to get a Court to meet 
at that early hour, he fixed One, then Two, which it remains still. Sir 
Henry Meredyth is always ready to sit when the Court assembles, and 
he never quits the Bench whilst there is any thing to do ; and he generally 
sits two or three hours at a time, whether he sits early or late : and he has 
frequently sat until seven o’clock in the evening. 

In the vacation, when Sir Henry Meredyth sits in his own house (the 
Courts being then shut), he uniformly sits at 11, and often de die in diem 
for a week or ten days, as will be seen by these Returns : he has even sat 
at his own country house to dispatch foreign seamen. He has sat on 
Christmas Eve until a late hour to speed a cause ; usually giving his Judg- 
ment when the advocates finish, without waiting (as is usual in all civil 
law courts) to deliberate of judgment until next Court day. 

Sir Henry Meredyth is in the habit of taking the depositions home to his 
own house to read, which saves much time as to the sitting of the Court, 
consequently, expense to the parties. It has been the constant practice of 
the Court to take down in writing the viva voce depositions of witnesses ; 
this custom lengthens the hearing of a cause much, as both parties must be 
satisfied as to how the Register takes it down, in case of an appeal, though 
an appeal is always to be provided against ; yet during the period of Sir 
Henry Meredyth’s sittings (now in the fifth year), one only has been pro- 
secuted, and in that the judgment pronounced by Sir Henry Meredyth 



was affirmed, with full costs.
